UP IN THE AIR 

Aeroplane Visit Vulqan and Citizens 
Take to Flying 

Vulcan and it/s people hail an un¬ 
expected visit and experience on Sat¬ 
urday. The visk was that of two 
aeroplanes and trie, experience was 
that of making a night. The visit of 
the aircraft is remarkable by the fact 
that one of the planes is the first 
American machine ever landed here or 
in this part of the country. 

This American machine is in charge 
| of Messrs. C. 0. Prest and L. M. Bach, 
[of Nevada, two young men full of the 
spirit of adventure, who are making 
an air trip from Mexico to Siberia. 
The plane is specially designed by one 
of them for the express purpose of 
making this trip, and is of the type 
known as a biplane, equipped with a 
Curtiss engine of 92 horse-power, and 
made to carry sufficient gasoline for 
a non-stop flight of 460 miles. 

The machine and aviators came to 
Vulcan from Lethbridge, where they 
overhauled their machine before leav¬ 
ing for other points on their journey 
to Ndhie, in Alaska, from which place 
they will make the jump of 300 miles 
across the Behring Strait to the coast 
of Siberia. 

The trip is on the initiative of 
Messrs. Prest and Bach, and is finan¬ 
ced by themselves. They are acting as 
pathfinders in the interest of com¬ 
mercial aviators. In this particular 
the trip they are making is unlike 
that made by the last fliers to Nome, 
who were financed by the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment, and that of the Trans-Can¬ 
ada flight financed by the Dominion 
government. The fliers are taking 
photos as they fly and these will be 
used in a magazine article of their 
aerial voyage which they intend writ¬ 
ing. 

Messrs. Prest and Bach started 
from Los Angeles three weeks ago, 
making their way to Tia Juana, in 
Mexico. From there they flew to Los 
Vegas, Nevada, and then on to Salt 
Lake City, Dillon, Anaconda, Butte, 
Helena, Great Falls, Shelby, Coutts, 
and then to Lethbridge, and from 
Lethbridge to Vulcan, where their 
stay was made the occasion of thril¬ 
ling sights and experiences for the 
citizens, and in furnishing these they 
were assisted by Messrs. Palmer and 
Fitzimmona, the Lethbridge aviators, 
who came over in their own machine 
and shared in the business of taking 
our people for a ride high up in the 
air, and there were many who took 
the journey above. 

Mr. Prest has an ascension record 
of 18,000 feet, made in California, and 
one of his feats here was to go so 
high that he was out of sight, and his 
stunts included looping-the-loop and 
almost all the tricks known to flyers. 
Mr. Fitzimmons, in his performance, 
specialized in the daring and difficult 
feat of wing-walking. It was a great 
demonstration of aerial antics and Vul- 
van people enjoyed the exceptional 
opportunity to the limit.

In scientific circles two things are 
absorbing unusual interest just now. 
One is oil, the other is liquid air. 

The Aquitania’s record in the re¬ 
cent “Atlantic Derby” proves the su¬ 
periority of oil over coal. The adop¬ 
tion of liquid air to work the Zurich 
tramways, indicates that the limpid 
liquid may yet become a satisfactory 
substitute for either oil of coal. 

Air turned to a liquid has many 
curious properties. It is a clear, 
sparkling fluid, closely resembling 
water, but so cold that it boils on ice 
and freezes alcohol and mercury. 

Although not wet to the touch, a 
drop on the hand produces all the 
sensations of burning with molten 
metal. It does not really burn, but 
the process of cold, which corresponds 
„o the burning of heat, leaves a little 
red scar on the flesh. 

The uses to which liquid air may be 
applied are legion. 

It proves a very potent germ ex¬ 
terminator. In American surgery use 
has also been made of it in cauteriz¬ 
ing cancer and in treating various 
other maladies. 

In the home it likewise possesses a 
value. A teapoy full of liquid air 
boils vigorously on a block of ice. 
Food may be “chilled” instantly and 
io kept fresh. All the degrees of 
temperature may be produced In any 
room — from intense heat to inter¬ 
stellar cold. • 

The busy man who finds it diffi¬ 
cult to leave town in the summer for 
a holiday may also benefit..

I once knew an elderly philosopher 
who used to remark that there was 
such a thing as a man being so very 
good in some particular line of activ¬ 
ity that he wasn’t good for much of 
anyth fhg. 

He pointed out the champion pool 
player of the district as an example, 
picked out the horseshoe pitching 
champion of the district for another, 
and clinched his case by citing old 
John Jenkins, who could catch moun¬ 
tain trout in a water bucket or any 
other body of water, no matter how 
unpromising it might look to other 
fishermen, but who never applied 
himself very deligently to anything 
else but going fishing. - 

“These chaps are nighty good in 
their line,’’ my friend commented.

I remembered this old philosopher 
when I read the accounts of Jack 
Dempsey’s recent exploit at Jersey 
City when he successfully flattened 
out Georges Carpentier of France. 
Jack is undoubtedly a great pugilist, 
possibly one of the best the world 
has ever seen, but if Jack should drop 
out of sight tomorrow the world 
would be little worse off. He’s a 
great man, fistically speaking, but it 
doesn’t mean anything. 

Georges, too, I am afraid, will nev¬ 
er do much for humanity as long as 
he confines himself to prize fighting. 
Now, if Jack wasn’t quite so shifty 
he probably wpuld be a wonder as a 
freight handler—he’d have to do 
something worth while to make a 
living. 

They do say that a fine coal miner 
was spoiled when Georges found he 
could box a little better than the oth¬ 
er boyg; I do not take much stock in 
the tremendous amount of hot air be¬ 
ing thrown about as to the wonder¬ 
fully beneficial effect the prowess of 
the Dempseys and the Carpentiers 
have upon th# morale of young man¬ 
hood, and although I have been wait¬ 
ing for the resignation of the French 
cabinet as a result of Carpentier’s de¬ 
feat, things seem to be moving much 
as usual on the banks of the Seine. 

Mr. Briand, who declared that the 
success of the French loan was de¬ 
pendent upon Carpentier’s victory, 
seems to have been a little bit excited, 
for the quotations on French bonds 
haven’t changed In the least. The 
only useful feature of the fight at Jer¬ 
sey City was the fact that it netted 
about half a million dollars for the 
"U. S. treasury in war taxes and inci¬ 
dentally speeded up passenger traffic 
on the United States railroads con¬ 
siderably. These taxes and railroad 
fages were paid by people whom the 
United States tax collector ordinarily 
doesn’t reach, and who could well af¬ 
ford to pay for the doubtful pleasure 
of seeing one husky individual ham¬ 
mer another slightly less husky one 
into unconsciousness.

Drury left bis office for a couple of 
days last week he did not go to the 
lakes or the seaside but to his farm 
at Crown Hill — and the golf they 
play there is with a pitch-folk. 

Has Premier Drury forgotten how 
to play hayfield golf? Hardly! On 
Thursday last he entered a timothy 
and clover handicap, and after spend¬ 
ing most of the morning on some'rain- 
soaked hay bunkers, he got down to 
form and pitched up eighteen loads 
before he called it a game. Next 
morning he finished the hay handicap 
by forking up another eight loads. 
And that was not the end of the har¬ 
vest tournament. It was only noon, 
and half a day by agricultural time— 
union rules do not apply. A wheat 
match started sharp after lunch and 
the premier finished strong with a 
total of twelve loads. 

When a man can pitch thirty-eight 
loads of hay and 'grain in two days 
(or rather a day and a half, farm 
time) after many weeks of indulgence 
in the strenuosities of public life, his 
opponents in the political, or any oth¬ 
er ring, had better prepare for a long, 
hard contest. And if there comes de¬ 
feat—and at tiie mention of the word 
the premier smiled healthily and sun- 
burnedly on a brother agriculturist 
and politician (not the forgotten writ¬ 
er)—“why, we farmers always have a 
job, even if we do lose a couple of 
thousand dollars on a season’s efforts, 
as I am doing on my farm this year.” 


THE USE OF TIME 


Time Killers Db Not Look Upon Time 
As a Limited Income 


When you hear a man complain 
that he has some time to kill, but 
doesn’t know ho\v to kill it, you may 
rightly pity him as being profoundly 
ignorant. He is ignorant, not be¬ 
cause he .doesn’t know how to kill 
time, but because he finds it possible 
to regard time as something that 
ever ought to be killed. 

Decidedly he has no such apprecia¬ 
tion of the preciousness of time as, 
for example, was recently shown in a 
letter written by a Baltimore man: 

“With a weekly income of 168 
hours, how ought one to live on that 
income for the right and most ef¬ 
fective use?” 

Time killers clearly do not look 
upon time as' a limited income, of 
which every man should make the 
most. If they did they would not be 
time killers. Though, to be sure, 
they might pass to the opposite and 
almost equally deplorable extreme of 
time misers. 

Time misers grudge every moment 
spent doing anything disconnected 
from their chief life interest. If that 
interest is a money-making occupa¬ 
tion—as it usually is—they are un¬ 
easy when not busied at it. 

They cut their meals short, they cut 
their hourr of sleep, they even mull 
oCei their work during periods devot¬ 
ed by wise folk to recreation. By 
thus behaving they are not really sav¬ 
ing time, as they perhaps imagine. On 
the contrary, they are actually as 
wasteful of time as the most reckless 
time killers. 

For time was never meant to be 
used chiefly for the making of money. 
It is given to us for many purposes 
—notably the prop.er care of our 
bodies, the cultivating of our minds, 
nourishing of our souls. 

If we do not use it in due propor¬ 
tion for these purposes we are mis¬ 
using it. Any misuse of Time al¬ 
ways entails some penalties, varying 
with the life purposes most conspicu¬ 
ously neglected by time misusers. 

Yet how to live on 168 hours a week 
is not such a difficult problem as 
may be thought. It is solved read¬ 
ily enough by all who recognize that 
man is a trinity of body, mind and 
soul, and that it is essentially a 
question of distributing time to give 
body, mind and soul each its proper 
share.

Wilson Lumber Co. Hope to Secure 
Contract for Telephone Poles 
From the Government 

That the unemployment probleiy in 
the province will be a serious question 
for the coming year is beyond doubt, 
and in this connection it is of inter¬ 
est to citizens of High River that Mr. 
G. B. Wilson, president of the Wil¬ 
son Lumber Company of High River, 
is actively negotiating with the Ed¬ 
monton government in the matter of 
securing a contract for the cutting 
and delivery of two hundred thou¬ 
sand telephone poles for use in the 
province of Alberta. 

At present the Wilson Lumber Co. 
furnishes employment for 45 or 60 
men peeling, sorting, piling and oth¬ 
erwise getting into shape last winter’s 
cut of 60,000 poles, driven down the 
Highwood during the present sum¬ 
mer. • 

In conjunction with the Wilson tele¬ 
phone pole department of the lumber 
industry, the provincial government 
has under consideration the construc¬ 
tion, in the mill yard of the company, 
of an extensive dipping plant, in 
which the poles will undergo chemical 
treatment. 

As a rule the Wilson Company, with 
one camp operating during the win¬ 
ter, employ from sixty to seventy 
men. During the coming winter the 
president of the company contem¬ 
plates the maintenance of larger 
camps, and the employment of a large 
number of men, provided, of course, a 
substantial contract carrying liberal 
terms is awarded. 

During the coming winter a serious 
situation will unquestionably arise in 
connection with an adequate supply 
of reasonably priced domestic fuel in 
High River, and also in the several 
towns and districts in Central Al¬ 
berta. 

Here, again, the Wilson Company 
is making an endeavor to arrange foi 
a supply of sfbvewood for the house¬ 
holders of High River and district at 
very reasonable prices. It is the sin¬ 
cere hope of all that the government 
wijl give the contract to the High 
River firm and thus give employment 
to men who will be seeking work dur¬ 
ing the coming winter.
